the good name of the city of Atlanta. 
It will be recalled that Judge Hill 
was solicitor general..of this circuit 
when, nearly thirty years ago, ¢very 
gambling house in the city was closed 
by the administration which was head- 
ed by Captain James W. English’ as 
mayor, It déveloped upen Mr. Hill,..as 


solicitor general,. to prosectite those 


who attempted to defy the policy of 
the administration, and so effectively 
did he do so that there has never been 
an open gambling house of any kind 
in Atlanta, since that date. 3 

The earnestness. with which Judge 
Hill delivered hig protest against the 
recent charges that Atlanta is @ hot- 
bed of vice; corruption and venality, 
showed clearly that he felt deeply the 
injustice of these attacke on the city. 

Slanders Against Atlanta. 

The charge was, in part, as follows: 

“Two slanders have been uttered 
against Atlanta and against the south 
that fT wish to ‘deny. It has been said 
that Atlanta is one of the most lawless 
cities in the south. This is not true. 
It has been said that Atlanta has more 
homicides. than the British empire. 
Stories that. have been concocted to 
that effect contain no semblance of 
truth. 

“Tt is true tha? there is crime in At- 
lanta, but we have elements to contend 
with here that are’ unique to this city. 
Three-fourths of crime in Atlanta is 
done by negroes. This is no ‘reflec- 
tion on the negro race, but where two 
races are living in the same community 
and one is highly superior to the other, 
friction is bound to octur. The lower 
race, inferior in intelligence and wun- 
derstanding, will pull down the record 
of the higher race and make such a 
community's crime average higher. _ 

“I have lived here a long. time, and 
I have héld many offices through the 
gift of the people which have -put me 
in a position to understand conditions 
in Atlanta and know what I am talk- 
ing about. And I want to say that no 
city in the world is cleaner, no where 
do citizens adhere closer to the law 
and do all in their power to help its 
enforcement and keep .the city on @ 
high plane. 

“Personal views as to the wisdom of 
segregation and like problems should 
not be allowed to sway one’s duty to 
the law. nor should private opinions 
enter into one’s duty where enforee- 
ment of the otg cee ay: law is con- 
cerned.

It ta true that 
this city ‘has mot enforced the law as 
strictly as it should, but the prohibi- 


tion law has not been disregarded in 


Atlanta as it has in other oitige. in the 
state.”’
